Se, and many others are ſaid to inhabit 
the rocky mountains. 

I have collected the following account 
of the rivers and country in advance of 
this, to wit: at two days march in ad- 
vance òf- this, the Little Miffouri falls 
in on the fonth fide, and heads at the 
northweſt extremity of the black moun- 
tains, fix days further a large rer joins 
the Miffouri, affording as much Water 
as the main river, this riverig rapid with- 
out a fall, and navigable to che Rocky 
mountains, its branches head with wa- 
ters of river Platey the country in advance 
is faid to be broken. 

The trade of thé nations at this place 
is from the N. W. and Hudſon's bay, 
eſtablichments on the Affinneboin river, 
diftant about rgo miles: chofe traders 
are nearly at open war with each other, 
and better calculated to deſtroy than pro- 
mote the happineſs of thoſe nations to 
whom they have latterly extended their 
trade, and intend to form an eftablifh- 
ment near this place in the courſe of this 
year. 8

A letter from Fonathan Cowdery, Efq. fur- 
geon of the late i Philadelphia, now 
acaptive in Tripli, to Dr. Mitchill, 
dated 24th Nevember, 1804. 
‘*DFAR SIR, © 7 

t I hape you- will excufe me for the 
liberty I take in fuggefting to you a few 
remarks which hart occurred fince my 
captivity. The Balhaw has taken me 
from the prifon where my fellow officers 
are confined, and ordered me to attend 
hit fick faves, who tre principally Nea- 
politans, negroes, and our unfortunate 
‘crew. Some: of the latter I faw this 
morning chained- to a cart loaded with 
ftones, which they were dragging through 
the town to repair the fortifications 
They complain much of hunger, cold, 
hard labor and the th ef the whip. -I 
conſeſs I never faw any thing that wound 
ed my feelings equal to the fight of thofe 
poor fellow. He liberty to walk in 
the town, but am attended by a Turk, 
who is loaded with weapons of war. I 
am not allowed to: vifit any of the forti- 
ications, nor any of the foreign conſuls. 
Captain Bainbridge’s endeavors to relieve 
the wants of his ere w, are often coun- 
tern. anded by our new maſters. Five of 
our countrymen have turned Turks, and 
five have paid. their laſt debt to nature. 
Diarrhosa and dyſentery have often ap- 
peared among our crew, but on a free 
ufe of Carbonate of Sada (Natron) which 
is found ia abundance in this country, 
and often white-wathing the walls of the 
priſon with lime where they fleep, it 
loon difappears. Our crew: are now 
very healthy, 

During the feveral attacks upon this 
town by our ſquadron under the com- 
mand of commodore Preble, many Turks 
were killed and «wounded, aud feveral 
men much burnt by the explofion of their 
own powder, I had an opportunity of 
feeing their method of curing-burns in 
particular, many of which. extended over 
the whole body. The Baſhaw has all 


his wounded brought into an apartment 


in the caſtle, where he vifits them and 
makes them a preſent of 10 dollars each. 
He then orders his ſurgeons and Mame- 
lukes to drefs their wounds ; he often af- 
filts with his own’ hands, The Mame. 
lukes are his body guards 3 the Mara- 
bouts are employed to expel evil fpirits, 
and make interceſfon with Mahomet 
their prophet, for their recovery. Thoſe 
that wers burm, were firt annointed with 
honey, carefully preferving the fkin as 
much as poflible, and keeping the parts 
expoled to the air. They then ſprinkle 
the ulcerated. parts, if any, with a fine 
powder of white lead, ‘Cerufe)—this is 
repeated at fhort intervals, until a feab 
is formed, that is carefully preferved un 
til a cure is accompliſhed, which is re-

How to preserve FRUIT TREES in Slot. 
om fromthe effes of freſt. 
[Extraéted from the Encyclopedia.) 
“The Chevalier de Bienenberg of 
Prague, we ere told, has difcovered a 
method of effectually preferving trees in 
bloſſom from the fatal effects of thoſe 
froſts which ſometimes in the Spring 
deſtroy the moſt promiſing hopes of a 
plentiful crop of fruit. His method is 
extramely ſimple. He ſurrounds the 
trunk of the tree in bloſſom with a wifp 
of ftraworhemp. The end of this he 
ſinks, by means of a ftone tied to it, in 
a veſſel of {pring water, at a little diftance 
from the tree. One veffel will conveni 
ently ferve two trees; or the cord may 
be lengthened fo as to furround feveral, 
before its end is plunged into the water. 
It is neceſſary that the veffel be placed in 
an open fituation, and by.no means fhad- 


ed by the branches of the neighbouring 
trees, that the frot may produce all o; f 


its effects on the water, by means of the 
cords communicating with it. This pre- 


caution is particularly neceflary for thoſe 


trees the flowers of which appear near! 
atthe fame time as, the leaves ; whit 
trees are peculiarly expofed to the rava- 
ges of the froſt. The proofs of its effi- 
cecy, which he had an opportunity of 


remarkably ftriking. Seven apricot ef- 
paliers in his garden began to bloſſom in 
the month of March, Fearing that they 
would fuffer from the late frofts, he fur- 
rounded them with cords as firſt direct- 
ed. In effect, pretty tharp frafts took 
place fix or eight nights ;—the apricot 
trees in the néighboring gardens were all 
frozen, and none of them produced an 
fruit, whilſt each of the Chevalier’ pro- 
duced fruit in abundance, which came 
to the greateſt perfection.

niarda. The American traders were al- 
furedly on the coaſt befofe the Ruſſians, 
except, indeed, that 2 Ruffian veffel or 
two might have vificed that part of the 
coaft immediately oppoſite the eaftern 
extremity of Ala; @ few years before.

Mr. Rowan having rifen 
from the kneeling pofition in which he 
heard the pardon read, thus addreffed.

pearing before this tribunal (ſeveral years 
ago) I told your lordſhip, I knew his 
majefty only by his wielding the force 
of the country; fince that period, dur- 
ing my legal incapacity and abfence be- 
yond feas, my wife and children have 
not only been unmoleſted, but protected; 
and in addition to tho le favors, [am now 
indebted to the royal mercy for my life.
